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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 3S USC § 102 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 5 and 7-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Jacobsen et al. (US 5,834,393) for the reasons set forth in item 3 of the Office action 
mailed 10/6/2005. 

2. Claims 1-4, 7-9, 1 1 , 12, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Watanabe et al. (US 6,548,443) for the reasons set forth in item 5 of the 
Office action mailed 10/6/2005. 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 5-9 and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by WO 99/28353 for the reasons set forth in item 4 of the Office action 
mailed 10/6/2005. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 2/6/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants' argument is based on the premise that the reference 
disclosure does not disclose the addition of the organometallic compound as a separate 
component. However, this argument is not persuasive because the claims do not 
require the organometallic compound be added as a separate component. Specifically, 
the claims have been amended to require the addition of the organometallic compound 
to the reactor in the presence of the activated catalyst system. The normal meaning of 
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"added to the reactor in the presence of means that the organometaliic compound and 
the catalyst system are added to the reactor together. Each of Jacobsen and WO '353 
disclose a supported catalyst which comprises a catalyst and organometaliic compound 
supported on silica. As such, the organometaliic compound is added to the reactor 
together with the catalyst because both the organometaliic compound and the catalyst 
are on the same support. In Watanabe, the organometaliic compound and the catalyst 
are admixed and then added to the reactor.
